efficient 
for each

druggists on poisons name antidotal 
measures that are entirely Inadequate 
and inefficient for tne puipose desired, 
while some label's call for 
remedlaj 
measures or the use of'means *hat are

of poison it is of utmost importance 
to know just what to do at the time
